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From mid-July to late August 1950 the Special Service Corps of the LS, L6
and L8 Armies,* ), Field Army, gradually moved to lanchuria via Chinchou
(12107, 11-09) . The populace of Chinchou was compelled by Chinese Com-
munist authorities to give comfort articles and farewell parties to the
troons at the railway station,

On 10 August the 168 Division, 56 Army,* was transferred to lukden from
Chinchou,

On 10 August the 1 amd 2 Regiments and L,000 garrison trooms of the Liachsi
Uilitary Area were in Chinchou, Half arc Japanese, Thirty-five Soviet
advisers are attached.
